PERSONAL AND. GENERAL. 


At Dison, Belgium, a'boiler in a fac- 
tory exploded a few days -ago while the 
building was full of-work people. A num- 
ber of persons were killed. * PLhree bodies 
had been extracted from theguins. 

A FEW days ago a robbef “strangled 
& passenger in a compartmenfof fhe express 
train between Nice and Marseliles, Franee. 

CHARLES Banks, of Leona, New York, 
was killed by the falling of a large icicle, 
which pierced his brain the other day. 

Henry Kino, a farmer aged about 
eighty years, was driving home with his son 
in Seneca Township,O.,a few days ago,when 
the team ran away, precipitating both to 
the ground. The father’s skull was fractured 
and he died in halfan hour. The son re- 
ceived slight injuries. 

THE other day the French Minister to 
Switzerland informed his Government that 
a considerable quantity of dynamite had 
left Switzerland for France. It was said 
there had been several arrests of dynamite 
conspirators in the Department of the 
Rhone. 

WA8ILE skating, five children broke 
through the ice on a brook near Hyde Park, 
Boston, Mass., the other morning. Three 
were drowned. 

THE bursting of the Hammel dyke on 
the Rhine near Worms, Germany, on the 
29th flooded the lower part of the town. 
Railway travel from Frankfort-on-the-Main 
to Wiesbaden was interrupted, owing tothe 
inundation of Castle depot. 


For the murder of Dora White, his 
sister-in-law, in June last, Ivason Slade, 
colored, was hanged at Yanceville, N. C., 
December 29. 

AT Meridan, Conn., two children, 
aged eleven and eight years, acknowledged 
that they placed an obstruction or the rajl- 
road track the other day to wreck the New 
York passenger train, and said they did so 
because an employe of the road drove them 
off the track. 

ReCENTLY a special agent of the 
Treasury Department diseovered that a 
New York importer received an excessive 
rebate of $3,500 on damaged goods, for 
which he paid $400 to the Examiners, who 
for years had been in the Government serv- 
ice. The merchant a few days since made a 
full confession to Commissioner Shields,and 
the offenders had been arrested. 

AT Madison, Wis., the kederal 
Grand Jury indicted General Thomas Rey- 
nolds, late pension agent, a few days ago 
for forging receipts and affidavits. 

AT the burning of an oxtonsivo flour 
mill a fireman was killed and three others 
were seriously injured at Belfast, Ireland, 
the other day. Property valued at £40,000 
was destroyed. A sugar refinery at Green- 
ock was burned, causing a loss of £35,000. 


HEAVY rainfalls had caused floods 
in the midland counties in England the oth- 
er day. There was-said to bé great mortali- 
ty among sheep in Notinghampshire and 
Leicestershire. 

THE other day at a political meeting 
in New York City some person dropped a 
bomb, which exploded, blowing the entire 
front of the store away 

RENEWAL of the recent floods in 
various pants of France, was reported a few 
days ago. Several streets in Lyons were 
submerged. Besancon was much damaged, 
and Lisieux was inundated. It was esti-. 
mated that fully fifty-five persons had per- 
ished in the floods in Germany. 

A sap accident occurred the other 
day at the house of Edward Capron, who re- 
sides about one mile south of Farley, Iowa. 
Miss Mary Capron was sitting under a 
hanging lamp holding on her lap a little 
son of Mr. Capron, when the lamp fell and 
set their clothes on fire. The child was 
burned to death and Miss Capron was se- 
verely injured. 

TWENTY-FIVE bandits raided a ranch 
near Matamoras, Mex., recently, and the 
proprietor, Don Jose Trevino, was killed, 
and his son was carried off. Several other 
persons were wounded during the fight. 

At Salem, Mass., 2 new Mayor was 
inducted into office on the Ist. . The out- 
going Mayor hanged himself immediately 
on laving down the duties of office. 

THe other day Ex-County Commis- 
sioners Walker, Ehrman and Wilmoyer were 
arrested at Lebanon, Pa., charged with mal- 
feasance in office. 

A younG@ man was fatally shot by a 
girl in New Philadelphia, O., a few days 
ago while he was trying to break into her 
room. ’ 

SENOR CALtno and Angel Hermosillo, 
member of Congress, fought a duel with 
swords at Pachuca, Mexico, the other day. 
Hermosillo was mortally wounded.

Miss JOSEPHINE C. MEEKER, daugh- 
ter of the late N. C. Meeker,” who was tor- 
tured and killed by Ute Indians in the mas- 
sacre of 1879, died in Washington, the other 
morning vf pneumonia. Miss Meeker was a 
clerk in the office of the Secretary of the In- 
terior. She and her mother were for some 
time prisoners in the hands of the Ute In- 
dians after the massacre of 1879. 


THE No. 10 breaker of the Pennsyl- 
vania Coal Company, at Pittstown, Pa., was 
burned the other morning; origin of the fire 
unknown. Loss, $150,000. 


Mrs. STILWELL, who was dying of 
consumption in Knox County, O., a few 
days since, made a confession of three mur- 
ders—her first husband, ber daughter and a 
stranger; also that she had tried three 
times to kill ber present husband. She said 
her mother and brother had been her ac- 
complices. 

THE Fulton cotton mill, No. 5, ope- 
rated by George Calder at Lancaster, Pa., 
the other day suspended operations owing 
to the dullness of trade. Two hundred 
operatives were thrown out of employment.

FORTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS, 








DEc. 27.—In the Senate resolutions wert, 
adopted calling for a statement showing the 
annual expenditures for carrying foreign 
mails; calling for the number of contested 
homestead eutries pending. Consideration 
of the Pendleton Civil-Service bill was re- 
sumed. Several amendments were adopted 
and the bill was passed—yeas, 39; nays, 5...... 
The House had no quoruin and adjourned to 
Saturday, Dec. 30, 


DEc 28.—In the Senate the bill reported 
by the Judiciary Committee to prevent Gov- 
ernment ofhcers and employes collecting or 
paying to each other money for political pur- 
poses was taken «oe passed, The bill for 
the relief ot Gen. Fitz John’ Porter was then 
considered. 


DEC. 29.—Several bills were introduced 
and referred. The bill appropriating $10,000 
to erect a monument to Baron De Kalb at 
Annapolis, Md., was.passed. Om motion the 
bill to provide for the performance of the du- 
tivs of the office of President, in case of the 
removal, death, resignation orfinability ot 
both the President and Vice-President to per- 


form the dutios of tho office, was taken uy 
and Aisancead at lenath. Oonctidqrmtioun oF theo 


bill for the relief of Fitz John Porter was re- 
sumed as unfinished business. After an ex- 
ecutive session the Senate adjourned to Tues- 
day, January 2. 


-Drc. 30.—In the House the Senate bill to 
reform the civil service and prevent official 
assessments was taken from the Spenker’s 
table and referred. Senute bill extending the 
time for filing claims for horses and equip- 
ments lost by ofticers or enlisted men in the 
service of the United States, with an amend- 
ment limiting the extension to one year, was 
passed. A resolution for a standing comninit- 
tee on rivers and harbors was referred. Sen- 
ate bill to pay the state of Oregon $70,000 for 
expenses incurred in recent Indian wars, with 
an amendment appropriating $4,400 to reim- 
burse the State of Calitornia for like expenses, 
was passed. The House adjourned to Tues- 
day, January 2. 
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LATE NEWS ITEMS. 


In the United States Senate on the 
2d Mr. Garland from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee reported a substitute for all the bills 
providing for forfeiture of railroad land 
grants. Mr. Logan resumed his remarks 
against the Fitz John Porter bill. In the 
House a bill passed placing tobacco export- 
ed by rail to Canada and Mexico on the same 
footing as if exported in vessels. A number 
of Unimportant bills passed. 

Ev1za MANNING HAWTHORNE, only 
sister of Nathaniel Hawthorne, died at Bev- 
erly, Mass., a few days ago, aged over 
ninety. 

THE coinage at the mint in Philadel- 
phia, Pa., during 1882 aggregated 69,967,200 
pieces, Valued at $48,309,395. The amount 
included double eagles 630, eagles 2,324,480, 
half-eagles 2,154,560. $8-pieces 1,540, quarter 
eagles 4,040, dollars 5,040. 

W. C. Anperson, the young tele- 
graph operator at Lachute, Cana., who re- 
cently fell heir to $750,000 by the death of 
his uncle in Seotlund, was a few days ago 
notified of a bequest of another $100,000 by 
the decease of another uncle. 

A BANQUET, ex-Senator Bruce pre- 
siding, was given at Washington, the night 
of the Ist, in honor of Frederick Douglass 
and the anniversary of the emancipation 
proclamation. A number of prominent col- 
ored citizens attended. 

In a recent article on mercantile fail- 
ures for 1882 a commercial paper says that 
the business disasters for last year nume 
bered 7,574, against 56,929 in 1831, and 4,350 
in 1880, being an increase in 1882 of 1,645 
over the year previous. 

WHILE cutting through high land for 
a street at Albany, N. Y., the other day, 
three men were killed by the caving in of 
the earth upon them. 

AT Little Ride, -East Hawksbury, 
Quebec, the other day, & hired man mur- 
dered R. W. Cooke and wife, eldest daugh- 
ter and oneson.

There was a time when the persons 
who professed to predict future events 
were treated with the utmost contempt 
| by Scientific Persons. These were called 
impostors, and those who put trust in 
them were denounced as ignoramt and 
foolish people. Of late there has been 
| & great change in the aititude of Scien- 
| tific Persons in regard to prophecy. 
| They have themselves become prophets. 
| At se they restrict themselves to 
| predicting the weather, but it is hardly 

to be expected that they will long con- 
| fine themselves to a single field. In 
| that field, however, they prophesy with 
| the utmost coolness and confidence, and 
| there is not a professional gypsy or as- 
| trologist living who is more bold and 
| reckless than the last and most eminent 
| Of the Scientific Predicters of Weather. 
Mr. Vennor was the leading weather 
| prophet a year ago, but this winter we 
| hear nothing of him. It must be con- 
| fessed that as a prophet he was a fail- 
‘ure. The trouble with him was that he 
| provided margins for his prophecies. 
| For example, he was in the habit of pre- 
| dicting some storms ‘fon or about’’ the 
| third, fourth, or fifth day of a given 
_month, and if a storm really occurred 
| within five or six days of that rather ex- 
tensive period he would claim that his

‘| Warm Words for “Williams’ History 


of the Negro ‘Race.” 


This | isto-y of the Negro race in 
Ameri ais in epoch-making book. Its 
very © ne: tion indicates a. change in 
publi' sen..ment which is one of the 
gran est and most rapidly achieved 
triu. ph of the spirit of humanity. In 
deed i. andicates a change not only in 
public seztiment, for there. has always 
been a public sentiment in the United 
States, weak or strong, that eneouraged 
the study of the history as well as la- 
bored fer the elevation ef the Negro 
race,.but it indieates also a great 
in the study of American history. It 
is a singular tact that of the hundreds, 
and perhaps thousands, of books which 
have heretofore been written about slay 
ery,and the Negrees, not one has told 
so satisfaetorily and comprehensively 
story of their fortunes and misfortunes 
in America, Heretotore it was contro- 
versy; history pure and simple is now 
for the first_time possible. But it the 
conception of this workis sigriheant, 
much more significant is its execution. 
An educated colored man bas given up 
his chances ef persomal advancement 
and fortune ina more lucrative profess- 
ion than the writiug of historical liter- 
ature, and devoted the best years of his 
life to the sad history ef his race in 
bondage, not for controversy. or re~- 
venge, but to “give the world more 
eorrect ideas of the coléred peepie,’’ 
and to “incite the latter te greater ef- 
fort in the struggle of citizensh ip and 
manhoet.” If this does not mark a 
new epoch in the history of the Negro 
race and in the historical literature of 
America, what event since the abolition 
of slavery does mark a new epoch ? 

Mr. Williams was graduated at Rw 
ton Seminary, Newton Centre, . Mass. 
in 1874 and was the first colored mem - 
ber of the Obio Legislature. Very soon- 
after his graduation he became inter 
ested first , in the general history of 
he N egre race, and then especially in 
h e history of slavery in the New world. 
His studies opened such a new and fas. 
cinating and encouraging field for in 
quiry, that he conceived tne pian 9 
this work, and finally gave up his prac 
tice of the Jaw and devoted himself ex

& perpetual encouragement to aj] men 
of his race. ‘nis frst yolume coy tetins 
the history of the Negro in Amectica 
from the introduetion of slavery to the 
end of thelast century. .Jt shows the 
dates and circumstances of its introduc- 
tiom into every oneof the 13 colonies, 
the treatment of the slaves, their num- 
ber and increase, their legal status, 
their position and action during the 
Revolutien, the early efforts to prohibit 
the'slave trade, the significant actions 
of individuals, and the enactments of 
Colonial Legislatures, and the actions 
of Cengress—in a word the details of 
the iatrodmction and growth of slavery 
until it became part and parcel of Amer 
lean seciety, and subsequently the very 
foundation of political and social and 
agricultural life in the southern states. 
A chapter is devuted to every one of 
the [3 colonies: and every public aci 
teuching slavery, all the statistics that 
have been preserved, and almost num- 
berless indicatious of the secial condi- 
tion of the slaves have been studiously 
compiled. Itisashameful and humili- 
ating record. If written justly it must 
be written with indignation. Yet so 
calm is Mr, Williams’ temper that his 
indignatiou never becomes personai .— 
His purpose is purely an historical and 
encouraging purpose, and he has search 
ed the annuals of crime aot to wrea® ven 
geance on the criminals, but to teil the 
truth about the victims, and to find in 
their sad history evidenées of manhood 


and reasons for eacouragement. His 
magnanimity is above praise. Nor 
dees he fall into error, which would 


have been natural and almost pardon- 
able, to magnify the deeds he praises 
or to applaud too highly the race that 
he encourages. ‘There are bitter words 
in this narrative, but truth is not al- 
wiys sweet; and this . bitterness has 
not been provoked by prejudice or re- 
venge. Fromthe wide reading that 
sucha task made necessary, he has 
gathered his facts neither to glority nor 
to blame, but to present the truth. 

The chapter on the Negroes as soldiers is 
& narrative of conspicuous deeds of brave- 
ry done by black soldiers during the Rev- 
olutionary war—ot ‘‘the colored man Sas 
lem,’’ to quote from Everett's oration on 
Bunker Hill, ‘who is reported to have 
shot the gallant Pitcairn, as he mounted 
the parapet,” of Poor’s gallantry in the 
same battle, of the Negro who captured 
General Prescott, of the Negro regiments’ 
brave bearing, and of statistics and com- 
mendations by distinguished soldiers. 
Washington fuvored the enlistment ef Ne- 
groes, and Alexander Huwmilton said, 
‘*Their natural faculties: are as good as 
ours.”’ The Negro fought, but he did not 
eujoy the fruits of the victory he helped to 
win. Encouraging to all colored men,also 
is the account ot the intellectual achieve- 
ments of Benjamin Banneker, the Negro 
astronomer aud almanac maker; ot Fuller, 
the Virginia Negro mathematician; ot 
Derham, the distinguished physician of 
New Orleans, and of Puillis Wheatly, the 
poetess of Muassuchusetts, one of whose 
poems addressed to General Washington 
was acknowledged in a courteous letter 
wherein be said: “However underserving 
I may be of such encomium and panyge-~ 
ric, the style aud munner exhibit a strick- 
ing proot of your poetical talents; in hon- 
or of which, and as atribute justly due to 
you, I would have published the poem, 
had not I been apprehensive that, while I 
only meant to give the world this new in- 
stance uf your genius, I might have incur- 
red the lmputation of vauity.’* But bap- 
pily the time has loag siuce passed, also, 
when there was need to Coustruct arg u- 
ments to show the intellectual capacity of 
the race. ‘The iraportaut quesiion now is 
not to fiud evidence of extravridinary men- 
tal power shown by slaves, bat to educate 
all the freedmen. 

Mr. Williams‘ grasp of his whole subject 
is so sure that his book is as full of courage 
as of encouragement. His arrangement of 
his matter and the satisfactory, indeed the 
scientific method of its preseutation, makes 
his book worthy of its subject. ‘he mi- 
nor faults that might be found with his 
style in certain declamatory - passages are 
really unworthy of mention, so great are 
its essential merits. More than all, the 
philosophic temper with which he has 
written, and the calm purpose, so steadily 
maintained to lift up his people in the ¢s- 
timation of the world and to encourage 
them to development, make his work great 
and of permanent value. The other vol- 
nme which will cover the period from 
1800 to 1880 is awaited with high expecta- 
tion. —IJndependnat.

Bacteria... 


Bacteria have their name from their 
rod-like shape. They are vegetation so 
minute as to be visible only by the aia 
of powerful microscopes. They multi- 
ply by division, each rod separating into 
two parts. Then each part speedily 
beeomes a complete whole, but soon di- 
vides into two parts. 

It will be seen what countless num- 
bers must result. The view has been 
extensively adopted that these micro- 
scopic vegetations are the actual poison 
that produces most infectious diseases. 
Prof. Lionel Beale, F. R. S., knighted 
for his attainments in microscopy and 
medicine, is not prepared to accept 
this. We present a condensed state- 
ment of his views. 

The tongue is constantly covered by 
whole forests of bacteria. Millions pass 
into the stomach whenever we swallow. 
It is the same with all animals. Every 

vegetable and fruit and leaf also con- 
tains countless numbers. So does the 
air we breathe and the water we drink. 
All disintegration and decay facilitates 
the growth of this minute vegetation. 

It is certain now, that bacteria in 
large quantities are constantly passing 
into the alimentary canal of men and 
animals without doing harm. ‘There is 
probably nota part of the body of any 
one of us, one-quarter of an inch in di- 
ameter, where their germs are not pres- 
ent. So small are they that they pass 
freely into the substance of every organ: 
They exist within us, even in the blood, 





| without disturbing us in any way. 


In disease their numbers are vastly in- 
creased. ‘I have seen every part of 
the stomach, the small and large intes- 
tines, filled with curdled milk which, 
when placed under the microscope, 
seemed to be almost composed of bac- 
teria. But this probably did not origi- 
nate the disorder, but resulted from the 
prior diseased state of the secretions. It 
is still an open question whether infec- 
tious diseases originate from spectal kend 
of death-carrying bacteria; or from par- 


| ticles wholly independent of all such or- 
| ganisms. 


Though some evidence has 
been adduced in favor of the first hy- 
thesis, many new facts must be discov- 
ered before the problem is solved.—
